He died, sill in faith and 
hope, on Chrismas Day. 

We buried him by the door of his 
parish church. His Quaker wife and 
his six children a roundsong by 
the open grave, while the congre- 
gation of hundreds, some of them 
handicapped, filed out into the 
bright day.

All this he bore with fortitude, 
even serenity.

As a national service 
medical officer during the Korean 
war, be volunteered for frontline 
service.

MR RICHARD HUGHES 
Notable foreign correspondent 


Mr Richard Hughes. CBE. a 
well-known foreign correspon- 
dent who spent much of his 
carecr ip the Far Easl and who 
came to typify thal breed — 1o 
the extent that he was used as a 
model for characters in their 
novels bı bath lan Fleming and 
1ohn Le Carrê died in 
Hongkong on January 4 at the 
age of T7. 

Hughes was a gified jour- 
nalist and a man of . great 
friendliness and warmth... In 
later vears he became virtually 
an insitulion in Hongkong. 
particularly al the Forcign 
Correspondents’ Club. which he 
had helped to found and where 
his bust occupicd a place of 
honour for several years. 

Bom m Mclboumc in [906 
of Welsh and Irish descent. 
Hughes was cducated al the 
Christian Brothers College in St 
Kilda. and as a ıounğ man 
uorked as a poster arust and 
railway clerk. while contribu- 
ling numerous anicles to the 
Rutivar Magazine — his debut 
in journalism, 

in 1934 Hughes joined the 
Melbourne Siar and subse- 
quently the Ssdncy Daily 
Telcgraph, owned by Sir Frank 
Packer. as a reporter. [n 1939 he 
«as assigned to Tokyo where he 
became a close acquaintance of 
the Soviet spy Richard Sorge 
and the Japanese Forcign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka. 

The Pacific war did not attect 
Hughes's deep affection and 
respect for Japan and the 
Japanese - cven al times when 
such . sentimenis were barely 
acceplabie among the Allied 
NaliOns. 

In [94I he was assigned 1o 
the United States, and later to

*frica. but he was stricken by 
rheumatic lever ‘and bedridden 
for û long ime.
